London, April 29.—With the meet­ 
ing oC the interallied supreme cour- 
cil in this city but 24 flours away, 
the intimation came from Paris today 
that the eventual military occupation 
of Berlin may be suggested when tilt 
allied representatives assemble. The 
allies are in complete accord that the 
Berlin indemnity proposals as made to 
Washington are not acceptable in their 
present form; and there is no indica­ 
tion th at Berlin has taken steps to 
amend them.

The Swiss newspaper declares it can 
prove that the heir to the Roumanian 
throne never annulled his marriage to 
bis former sweetheart Jeanne Marie 
Valentine Lambrino, before he married 
the Greek princess and that the pre- 
jvious marriage was legal 
in every 
■ way. Furthermore, adds the newspapcr 
the Roumanian crown prince is the 
ital her of a baby boy, born to his 
first wife. 
The love affair of Carol and Mile 
Lambrmo, daughter of a Roumanian 
I general, received but scant attention 
in the newspapers because it passed 
through a period wnen the war was 
engrossing public attention. By court 
order the Roumanian censor ruthless­ 
ly eliminated from all dispatches near­ 
ly all references to Mile 
Lambrino. 
One Roumanian newspaper which has 
hinted at some of the tacts was sup­ 
pressed- 
Well Known Family. 
The Lambrino family is one of the 
best known in Roumania and enjoyed 
tho intimacy o»f the court. 
This in­ 
timacy increased when the 
Germans 
invaded Roumania and the royal fam ­ 
ily sought refuge in Jassy where tho 
seat of government was installed. 
Prince Garol visited Mile Lambrino 
nearly eevry evening at Jassey unUl 
his regiment was sent to the Molda­ 
vian mountains for the express pur­ 
pose of breaking up the courtship. But. 
Carol was determined to marry the 
general’s daughter and by a private 
courier sent her a T^ter urging her 
to elope with him 
to 
Odessa. 
He 
promised that under no circumstances 
would he ever marry another woman 
and that if his father persisted in his 
opposition he would renounce his right 
to the Roumanian throne. 
Mile Lam»rino slipped away 
to 
Odessa incognito and alone.. There, 
according to the Gazette De Lauzanr.e, 
the marriage was legally celebrated 
in the Ptftrowska Cathedral. The prince 
wore his uniform and all his decora­ 
tions. Two Russian officers were wit­ 
n e s s and the Roumanian counsel at 
Odessa sent his felicitations to the 
newly wedded pair.

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DAYLIGHT SAVING PASSES. 


Xenia has joined the ranks of other progressive cities of the 
state. By a four-fifths vote of its commission the daylight sav­ 
ing ordinance, long agitated in the city, and strongly urged by 
the Gazette and Republican for over a year, has been passed as 
•n emergency measure, and will become effective at 2 a. rn. 
Sunday. 
The move is a wise one. That it is popular with the great 
majority of Xenia people is attested by the fact that agitation for 
it, once a mere whispering, and detected by the Gazette and Re­ 
publican a year ago, in a straw vote, has become distinctly audible. 
The commission, feeling the pulse of public sentiment, decided on 
the plan to push the measure through as an emergency measure. 
The new time will work inconvenience on some. That is un­ 
disputed, but while it may prove a hardship in some quarters, it 
is believed that the benefits to be derived fully Justify, if not 
make imperative, the new time. It will mainly benefit the large 
class of workers, men and women who are forced to spend long 
hours indoors at their work. These people have fixed hours for 
labor. 
They must be there during that time, and to them, an 
extra hour of daylight, at the time in the day when they can ad­ 
vantageously use it, means considerable. 
The employing class, and we include therein, roughly speaking 
farmers and business heads as well as members of the profes­ 
sions, are to a greater extent foot-loose. They can take au after­ 
noon or a day off at times, while to the average employe this is 
impossible. 
In view of the fact also that practically ewery city in the 
entire state has adopted daylight saving, the passage of s*tch an 
ordinance here, is virtually essential to the best interests of 
the community at large, both from the standpoint of business and 
convenience. 
The city commission is to be congratulated on effecting the 
passage of this measure, as a step calculated to prove a benefit 
to the great majority of citizens of this community.

A writer who has recently visited Russia and Poland is very 
much 
pset emotionally by the fact that he saw members of old 
aristocracy forced to do menial work. 
“How tragic it was,” he 
laments, “to see famous old generals answering calls and mending 
boots, striving while they wept, eminent scientists and philos­ 
ophers compounding unsavory dishes and princesses and coun­ 
tesses scrubbing, washing and sewing ” 
It is always, el course, sad to see elderly persons forced to , 
ram .aixrr at unaccustomed tasks, but somehow, to an American, I 
the emphasis has been placed by the writer on the wrong end of 
the story. 
It isn t exactly tragic, from the American, democratic point 
of view’, to see people mending boots, cooking, scrubbing or sew­ 
ing* The tragedy of the fact that these helpless aristocrats were 
not trained in youth so that they could do such tasks easily and 
well. Our pioneer grandfathers and granmothers of as gentle breed 
ing and high ideals as these Russian noblemen and women, and 
they performed all these tasks when necessary, did them well, and , 
held their heads none the less high because of the necessity. 
It is true that the Bolshevist regime is bad. 
Also it Is un­ 
democratic. 
Also, the proletarians, are taking malicious joy in 
making the people who were once their oppressors do the hardest; 
and most unpleasant work. That is revenge, not democracy. 
The characteristic of a real democracy is opportunity for all, 
and for all alike. And to an American, the characteristic of an 
aristocrat is not that he is a person sacred from the necessity of 
cleaning the streets, but that, if set to clean -streets, he cleansj 
his section better than the other sections and uses his head while i 
do it, to think up better and swifter ways of cleaning streets, so 
that all his fellow-workers may profit by his having been on 
the job. 
The Red rule is bad. It must eventually, be eliminated. Bul 
sentimentalism about necessary work doesn’t help any. 
Let us j 
keep our emphasis on straight.

Sydney M ontague Bailey, 31, a 
native of London, England, is today 
a United States citizen. 
Citizenship papers were granted 
Mr. Bailey by Judg0 it. L. Gowdy 
in Common Pleas Court T hursday 
afternoon, after 
an 
exam ination 
conducted by E. J. Kennedy, n a tu r­ 
alization exam iner 
of 
Cincinnati, 
who recom m ended the 
im m ediate 
acceptance of the candidate as a 
citizen. 
Mr. Bailey was the first local ap­ 
plicant for citizenship adm itted un­ 
der th e law regarding form er sol­ 
diers, which excuses them of the 
necessity of going through the rig­ 
id oral exam ination which is the re­ 
quirem ent of all other applicants. 
The governm ent believes th a t a can­ 
didate is proven worthy of citizen­ 
ship if he served during the war, ( 
and therefore does not subject th e . 
x-servicemen candidates to th e ex­ 
am ination usually given. 
Mr. Bailey was vouched for b> 
his two 
brothers-in-law, 
Marshall 
Thomas and Thomas Taylor, who 
answered the same questions as tao 
candidate, in regard to how long bd 
has been in this country, w hether 
ho had ever been 
in any 
trouble, 
ever connected with any anarchistic 
organization, or believed 
in 
an­ 
archy and w hether he is of 
good 
moral standing. His honorable dis­ 
charge w as examined, and on the 
strength of the discharge 
papers, 
Mr. Kennedy addressed th e Court: 
“the governm ent recommends that 
this m an bo adm itted to citizenship 
on the basis of this discharge. 
Born in London, England, 
Mr. 
Bailey came to this country sixteen 
years ago. 
During the late W orld 
W ar h© served in Company A, 34th 
Engineers, and was overseas in the 
Service of Supplies. He is a son or 
M. A. Bailey of this city. His broth­ 
er-in-law, Thom as Taylor, 
who was 
born in Scotland, was adm itted to 
citizenship in 1918.

“ I am certainly glad it is 
aln 
over,’* said Mr. Bailey after receiv­ 
ing bis final papers. “ I have been 
thinking about this m om ent 
for 
three years.” He is the first local 
man naturalized here for some time 
and the first, to be adm itted under 
the soldiership ruling. 
“ If th e candidate had not been a 
form er soldier, he would have had 
to answ er many questions regard­ 
ing the basic principals of our gov­ 
ernm ent,” said Mr. Kennedy, the 
exam iner, following the adm ittance 
of the local man to citizenship.

When the father rid e s t raw 
elers denounce him as being cruel 
to his son. 
When the son rides, he 
is jeered at for letting an old man 
walk. 
When they lead th* mule, 
they are spoken of a* not using the 
mule’s energy and when they both 
ride .they are said to be cruel to the 
beast. 
In some versionv of the fable. 
they end up by carrying the mule, 
thus astonishing travelers 
into 
si­ 
lence. 
Alexander II also tried to plena* 
everyone and succeeded in 
pleasing 
no one. 
Russia then, as now was 
tom by opposing forces. 
Alexander 
tried to steer a course between them 
Had he possessed the great gift of 
leadership he would have united them 
with him. 
As It was it made them 
both discontented. 
He was bom in Russia and rarely 
left tho country. 
He did not l*ke 
military life, though Russia’s strength 
was her army. 
When he ascended the 
throne at tile turn of 37, ho set about 
the reforms he had always dreamed 
o#. 
He made the serf into a freeman 
with more privileges than any other 
man of his class in the world of thai 
period. 
No one was pleased with any­ 
thing 
Alexander went into a stat* 
of continual mental depression and a 
Nihilist ended his career with a bomb 
when he was 63 tears old.

“slate” and is so hard that blasting is 
necessary to obtain it. 
Chunks of 
the slate or shale, when placed in fire 
will soon be burning as brightly as 
coal, and if allowed to burn will even­ 
tually be reduced to ashes, while the 
crude oil sputters from it. 
Until 
heated there is little odor about the 
shale, but when once heated it emits a 
pronounced smell of oil or tar. 
Some years ago a fire built by some ' 
campers ignited the oil shale ledge, 1 
and it is claimed that the shale burned 
for a period of three years before it 
was extinguished by pouring w ater 
upon it to prevent it spreading and 
causing a serious forest fire during an 
extremely dry season. 
♦Several other oil 
shale conversion 
enterprises are being planned for Ross
